HOPES of reopening the railway 
or building a new busway between 
Haverhill and Cambridge have suf¬ 
fered a setback after the Cambridge 
City Deal unveiled its plans to im¬ 
prove transport along the A1307. 

The City Deal’s ideas have been 
described as “very disappointing” 
by campaigners for the rail link, but 
they vow to fight on. 

The plans include better park and 
ride, a walking and cycle route, plus 
new bus rapid transport proposals 
from the All Fourwentways junc¬ 
tion into Cambridge. 

City Deal chiefs say it would cost 
too much to provide one system 
that would cover the whole corri¬ 
dor. 

City Deal board chairman Cllr 
Lewis Herbert said they would dis¬ 
cuss the proposals next month. 

He said: “These ideas are afford¬ 
able and would make a huge differ¬ 
ence to people’s lives... Officers had 
looked at the possibility of reopen¬ 
ing the old railway line, introduc¬ 
ing a new bus rapid transit route 
between Cambridge and Haverhill 
and road improvements such as 


dualling. However, with the cost 
of these projects estimated in the 
hundreds of millions of pounds - 
greatly in excess of the £39m which 
is currently allocated - the ben¬ 
efits simply do not justify the huge 
costs.” 

Tony Brown, a Haverhill town, 
borough and county councillor 
and member of the Rail Haverhill 


campaign group said: “It’s obvi¬ 
ously very disappointing that they 
haven’t seen the potential for a rail 
link or for dualling the A1307.” 

Massive housing and jobs growth 
is planned along the corridor, with 
more than 4,000 new houses pro¬ 
posed for Haverhill before 2031. 

Cllr Brown continued: “Most of 
those people [in the new houses] 


will be travelling along the corri¬ 
dor.” 

But he said that Rail Haverhill 
would continue fighting for the 
link and said there were ways to cut 
the cost, such as having the station 
outside Haverhill town centre and 
building the tracks on greenfield 
sites rather than on the route of the 
old railway that closed in the 1960s. 


Cllr Brown said: “The bottom line 
is it’s a missed opportunity, but we 
will keep fighting for the link.” 

The employment opportunities 
along the corridor are set to grow in 
the coming years. More than 10,000 
jobs will be created at the Biomedi¬ 
cal Campus, Granta Park and the 
Babraham Research Campus. 

The City Deal is proposing walk¬ 
ing and cycling routes between 
these three sites, as well as options 
for bus travel and park and ride. 

A consultation is due this sum¬ 
mer. A decision could be made on 
a preferred option early next year. 

Cllr Herbert said: “While we 
don’t currently have the resources 
to fund major rail projects, we are 
determined to see rail take a bigger 
share of the travel to work journeys 
in Greater Cambridge.” 

City Deal officers assessed and 
costed the following options: 

■ Reopening the railway line 
between Haverhill and Cambridge 
- £390-650m. Benefit to cost ratio: 
0.59 - 0.99, representing poor value 
for money. 

■ Introducing a bus rapid transit 
route right the way between Haver-

Zone could 
encourage 
town business 


COUNCILLORS have wel¬ 
comed the creation of a new 
enterprise zone as crucial to 
the development of Haver¬ 
hill - even though they don’t 
know how it will work. 

Haverhill Research Park 
was named as one of the 
sites in the new Cambridge 
Compass Enterprise Zone 
last autumn, and at a meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday night St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet confirmed that 
the new status would be im¬ 
plemented in April. This is a 
key step in making sure the 
Research Park becomes part 
of the zone. 

Leader of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council John Grif¬ 
fiths said the potential ben¬ 
efits of the enterprise zone 
combined with improved 
transport links like the 
planned eastern relief road 
in Haverhill were huge. 

He continued: “It is right 
not just for business, but for 
transport, for housing, for 
jobs. It’s all part of a rich tap-

estry.” 

Haverhill Research Park 
currently houses a pub, The 
Flying Shuttle, a Montessori 
nursery and an 150-home 
development. There is more 
than 450,000 sq ft of land 
with planning permission 
for business units and it is 
hoped that once occupied, 
it could provide hundreds of 
new jobs in Haverhill. 

The enterprise zone is set 
to attract companies by of¬ 
fering an 100 per cent busi¬ 
ness rates discount in the 
first five years of being based 
there, for which central gov¬ 
ernment would compensate 
the council. There is also 
likely to be a streamlined 
planning process in the 
zone. 

But council officers said 
in their report on enterprise 
zone status that they were 


not able to predict how it 
would affect the borough 
council’s budget. This was 
due to a range of factors 
including the fact that the 
research park is not cur¬ 
rently occupied, and possi¬ 
ble changes in government 
business rates policy. 

In light of this, councillors 
voted to delegate powers to 
cabinet and officers so that 
future decisions on the en¬ 
terprise zone could be taken 
quickly. 

Cllr Sara Mildmay-White 
said at the cabinet meet¬ 
ing: “Council are going to be 
asked to approve a decision 
when we don’t really know 
the pros and cons. 

“It’s difficult with this gov¬ 
ernment that we are being 
asked to agree to something 
when we don’t know the final 
outcome. But you do have 
my support.” 

The cabinet’s decisions 
must still go before full 
council on February 23 for 
final approval.

hill and Cambridge - £I50-200m. Ben¬ 
efit to cost ratio: 1.27, representing low 
value for money. 

■ Several road options, including 
dualling and provision of a Linton by¬ 
pass - £15-I00m. Benefit to cost ratios 
assessed: 0.26 - 0.3, representing poor 
value for money. 

A report by county council transport 
chief Graham Hughes says: “While 
there is considerable public interest in 
re-opening the railway line, even at its 
higher value, the benefit to cost ratio is 
significantly lower than that for other 
rail projects being pursued such as 
Cambridge North station, the Wisbech 
line re-opening, Soham station, and 
East-West Rail. 

“Although it is not proposed to con¬ 
tinue with these options as part of the 
City Deal, they may be viable in the fu¬ 
ture...” 

Paul Hollinghurst, chair of rail cam¬ 
paign group Railfuture East Anglia, 
which is affiliated with Rail Haverhill, 
said the benefit to cost ratio calculated 
for a rail link was a “good start”, and the 
group had not expected the City Deal to 
fund the project. 

He said: “This is a longer term project 
and we would urge that Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council and the City Deal 
now works with Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil the LEPs and businesses that would 
benefit from the link to establish more 
benefits for the railway.”

‘Regrettable’ 
tax rise passed 


COUNCILLORS have ap¬ 
proved a rise in council tax 
at the same time as intro¬ 
ducing charges for brown 
bin collections. 

At a meeting of St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet on Tuesday, 
councillors agreed to raise 
their portion of council tax 
by just under 2 per cent - a 
total increase of £3.42 a year 
for the average family. 

Cabinet member for op¬ 
erations, Peter Stevens, said: 
“Having held our council 
tax for a number of years we 
now have to put forward a 
modest increase to close the 
gap in our budget going for¬ 
ward. 

“It’s always regrettable 
that it comes at the same 
time as we are also forced 
to introduce the brown bins 
subscription due to cut¬ 
backs. 

“But these are the pres¬ 
sures we face in the borough 
and I hope that residents 
will realise that we are do¬ 
ing our best to maintain ser-

vices at the levels we have 
but we have to charge a little 
more.” 

The brown bin charge was 
set at £40 at the end of last 
year. It will be introduced 
in April - the same time as 
council tax rises are set to 
come into force - and must 
be paid by families who 
want to have their garden 
waste collected separately. 

Currently, the borough 
council provides garden 
waste collection for free. 
It chose to introduce the 
charge after cuts in fund¬ 
ing from the county council 
meant that it would have 
to find an extra £500,000 to 
continue providing a free 
service. 

The borough council’s 
decision to raise its portion 
of council tax comes at the 
same time as Suffolk County 
Council, Suffolk police and 
Haverhill Town Council are 


also raising council tax. 

The rises of between 1.2 
per cent and 2 per cent add 
up to a total of just over £30 
a year for the average Haver¬ 
hill family. 

Together with the brown 
bin charge, this means that 
households in the town 
could be paying an extra 
£70 in 2016/17 to continue 
receiving the same services. 

The borough council has 
chosen to raise its portion 
of council tax in response to 
financial pressures includ¬ 
ing cuts in county coun¬ 
cil funding. The pressures 
mean that the borough is set 
to face a shortfall of £1.9mil- 
lion over the coming year. 

The proposed rise in the 
borough council’s precept 
still has to go before the full 
council at its next meeting 
on Tuesday, February 23, be¬ 
fore it can be adopted.

Mental health 
sessions set up 
to help young

YOUNG people who suffer 
from anxiety and depres¬ 
sion are being invited to 
go along to new emotional 
wellbeing sessions. 

The sessions, which be¬ 
gan just before Christmas, 
are set to incorporate a 
range of activities to help 
people aged 16 to 24 build 
up their mental health and 
confidence. 

Young people who attend 
the sessions are the driving 
force behind what will go 
on, coming up with ideas 
for activities such as art 
therapy sessions. 

Haverhill youth skills 
manager Karen Chappie 
has been organising the 
sessions. 

She said: “There’s noth¬ 
ing worse for me than to see 
young people not leaving 
their bedrooms. The num¬ 
bers of young people with 
anxiety are rising.” 

The sessions come as ex¬ 
perts believe mental health 
problems in young people 
are rising, with the National 
Association of Head Teach¬ 
ers this week raising con¬ 
cerns over the high number 
of young sufferers.

Karen says that the aim 
of the drop-in sessions is to 
help young people who at¬ 
tend to improve their emo¬ 
tional wellbeing and con¬ 
fidence to the extent that 
they are ready to take their 
next step in education and 
training. 

This step could be a new 
job, an apprenticeship, uni¬ 
versity, or simply new activ¬ 
ities such as volunteering. 

She invited any young 
person suffering from a 
mental health problem to 
go along to Haverhill Arts 
Centre on a Friday from 
1.30pm to 2.30pm to have 
a chat with her and other 
young people and plan ac¬ 
tivities for the future. You 
can text or email before¬ 
hand, or just drop in. 

While there are other 
mental health support 
programmes available in 
Haverhill, such as the Suf¬ 
folk Mind allotments pro¬ 
ject, this is the only one 


specifically aimed at young 
people. 

The project has received 
funding from Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council. 

Karen said: “We are really 
trying to help young peo¬ 
ple.” 

The sessions are part of a 
wider programme of oppor¬ 
tunities for young people 
co-ordinated by Karen. This 
includes the apprentice¬ 
ships programme, which 
has so far placed more than 
80 young people in Haver¬ 
hill, with a further 135 op¬ 
portunities currently avail¬ 
able at local businesses. 

Last month, the town 
council put £20,000 towards 
funding Karen’s youth skills 
manager role, meaning her 
services will continue to be 
provided to young people in 
Haverhill until at least Sep¬ 
tember 30 this year.

HMOs ruining 
communities 

THE estate I live in used to be a 
lovely place to live. Today, however, 
as houses get sold, they are bought 
up by landlords who divide rooms 
and fill them up with people who 
can't get accommodation elsewhere. 
They call them "houses of multiple 
occupancy" (HMOs) and say they 
are aiding the wellbeing of the 
community. 

One HMO in one square is now 
derelict, having been wrecked by 
previous occupants. 

The house adjacent was sold by the 
owners to get away from the squat. 
Unfortunately, the new owner is the 
one who owns the derelict house and 
is in the process of dividing up rooms 
to make another HMO. 

Other neighbours can see the 
development of a ghetto, as there 
are four HMOs nearby, and are 
considering selling up before the 
value of their houses hits rock 
bottom. 

The greedy owners of HMOs give 
no consideration to the communities 
they are destroying. 

These areas used to have young 
children playing outside their houses, 
but now they don't, as their parents 
don't want their children exposed to 


the antics and behaviour of some of 
the occupants.

Why aren’t the 
buses running?

So please, could you let everyone 
know the buses are not currently 
running on the Arrendene spur and 
more importantly ask WHY? 

They could still offer a service that 
would throw a lifeline to those with 
young children or infirmities to cope 
with.

Keep Sunday 
a bit special 

LOCAL shopworkers are very 
concerned about Government plans 
to devolve Sunday trading hours to 


councils and the effects that will have 
on family life, local shops and the 
community. 

The change could lead to large shops 
opening for longer, even though they 
are already trading for up to 150 out 
of 168 hours a week, so shopworkers 
will have even less time to spend with 
their families. 

It won't help small stores, who are 
already allowed to open whenever 
they like, and may put some of them 
out of business. 

This is a solution looking for a 
problem that doesn't exist. It isn't 
even clear who is actually calling 
for this change, with many retailers 
opposing it. 

The Sunday Trading Act is a great 
British compromise, which has 
worked well for over 20 years and 
gives everyone a little bit of what 
they want. Retailers can trade, 
customers can shop, staff can work; 
whilst Sunday remains a special 
day, different to other days, and 
shopworkers can spend some time 
with their family. 

We encourage your readers to let 
their MP know what they think, so 
their vote in Parliament reflects local 
views.

Killing 
a wolf or a deer without permission 
brought the death penalty, while the 


punishment for less valuable game 
was cutting off the poachers ears 
or being branded. The law became 
even more severe in the 18th century 
when just being armed or having a 
blacked up face when on private 
land were capital offences. 

Ron Murrell brought personal 
knowledge to the subject, having 


rown up in a Suffolk village and 
aving a father who had shooting 
rights on a local landowner's estate.

celebrated 


A GROUP of life-saving first- 
aiders, a great-grandmother who 
has raised thousands of pounds 
for charity and a partially-sight¬ 
ed man who helps out at a food 
bank have been shortlisted for a 
volunteering award. 

The Volunteer in the Commu¬ 
nity Award - one of the Haverhill 
Heroes awards run by the News 
and the Castle Partnership Acad¬ 
emy Trust - celebrates those who 
give up their time for the commu¬ 
nity. The nominees for the award 
are the Haverhill Community 
First Responders, fundraiser Rose 
Felloni and food bank volunteer 
Ben Mayes. 

The First Responders are a 
group of 15 people who have 
first aid training and attend life- 
threatening 999 calls before the 
ambulance can get there. They 
have attended 419 patients in¬ 
cluding 19 cardiac arrests - and 
they’ve already attended 53 calls 
in fanuary 2016. 

David Halsey, who co-ordinates 
the first responders, said: “As a 
group we were over the moon 
that we had been nominated, 
because we put a lot of time and 
effort into the community and it’s

nice to have it recognised.” 

Haverhill food bank volunteer 
Ben Mayes - who is partially- 
sighted and has autism - gives 
up his time on a Monday and 
a Wednesday to pack boxes for 
charity REACH Community Pro¬ 
jects to give away. 

Ben, who lives in Haverhill, said 
that he was happy to have been 
nominated for the award, and 
that his reason for volunteering 
was “helping people”. 

Rose Felloni, a great-grand¬ 
mother who lives in Haverhill’s 
Sorrell Walk, is the third short¬ 
listed volunteer. She helps out at 
the Haverhill Blind and Partially- 
Sighted Group, has recently driv¬ 
en up to Hebden Bridge to do¬ 
nate items to people affected by 
the flooding there, and has been 
fundraising for the Prader-Willi 
Syndrome Association for years. 
She has raised £41,000 so far for 
the association and is set to hit 
£50,000 this year. 

She said about being on the 
shortlist: “I was staggered. It just 
came out of the blue.”

Transport set 
to get simpler 


RURAL transport services 
are set to become simpler to 
use - as a charity takes over 
running them this summer. 

The Voluntary Network, 
which already runs Haver¬ 
hill’s Three Counties Trans¬ 
port, has been contracted 
by Suffolk County Council 
to provide rural transport 
across both St Edmunds- 
bury and Forest Heath. 

Caroline Robinson, man¬ 
ager of the Voluntary Net¬ 
work, said: “We are delight¬ 
ed to have been awarded the 
contract for Forest Heath 
and St Edmundsbury.” 

The change will come into 
force from Monday, lune 16. 

Ms Robinson said: “What 
we are looking to do is im¬ 
prove the way that people 
can access the services to 
make things much easier 
for passengers. Hopefully, 
they will be able to ring one 
phone number to give us 
a call and we will provide 
transport.” 

She urged residents not 
to be concerned about the 
loss of any existing services. 
All of the transport services 
currently provided by the

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Voluntary Network, which 
includes Three Counties 
Transport, and Suffolk Links 
buses, are set to continue as 
normal. 

Ms Robinson said that the 
charity had completed a ru¬ 
ral transport consultation 
before making the bid and 
that it would continue to 
work closely with local com¬ 
munities from lune. 

She added: “There’s a 
broad range of people that 
we are looking to help. We 
have door-to-door transport 
services that help older peo¬ 
ple but we are also looking 
to help people in rural com¬ 
munities who can find it re¬ 
ally challenging to access lo¬ 
cal facilities, education and 
healthcare.” 

The change is part of a 
move by the county council 
to put people across Suffolk 
in touch with the services 
most needed by their com¬ 
munity. 

Leader of the county 
council Colin Noble said: “I 


am really pleased with these 
new services, beginning in 
lune. They have been de¬ 
signed to make things sim¬ 
pler for residents. We have 
been repeatedly told that 
the current system for us¬ 
ing services is difficult to 
understand. In future there 
will simply be one phone 
number for residents to use 
to get the service they need 
in their community.” 

He added that as part of 
the process of awarding the 
contracts, the council had 
undertaken a range of en¬ 
gagement activities, and 
had spoken to bidders and 
current service providers as 
well as community groups. 

He said that full equality 
assessments had been done 
to understand the impact of 
the changes on local groups.

Chance to make 
decisions on pay 


DO you have integrity, impar¬ 
tiality and an interest in local 
government? Your councillors 
need you to decide how much 
they get paid. 

St Edmundsbury borough 
councillors receive allowanc¬ 
es for their duties, with extra 
being paid for any additional 
responsibilities they have, 
such as being chair of a com¬ 
mittee. 

At present, St Edmunds¬ 
bury councillors receive al¬ 
lowances of between £5,213 
and £17,852. The highest al¬ 
lowance is paid to leader of 
the council fohn Griffiths. 

Now the council needs 
residents to help work out 
how much those allowances 
should be. 

The borough council is 
setting up an independent 
remuneration panel to deter¬ 
mine councillors’ allowances, 
and residents are being asked 
to apply for one of six places 
on the committee. 

You do not need any quali¬ 
fications to be on the panel, 
but an understanding of how

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local government operates 
would be helpful. 

The panel will look at what 
councillors do and how much 
time they spend doing it. 

They will then come up 
with advice for the council on 
how much allowances should 
be and a fair way of paying 
them. 

The committee will set 
allowances for both St Ed¬ 
mundsbury borough and 
Forest Heath district coun¬ 
cils, and people on the panel 
cannot have any connection 
to either local authority. This 
means you cannot be an em¬ 
ployee of either council or 
a close friend or relative of a 
councillor. 

Members of the joint panel 
will be appointed for four 
years and will be expected to 
attend up to four meetings 
a year in either Bury St Ed¬ 
munds or Mildenhall. They 
are also set to conduct inter¬ 


views with councillors be¬ 
tween July and November this 
year. 

It is expected that there will 
be a full review of the pay¬ 
ment schemes within the first 
year of the panel being ap¬ 
pointed, with further interim 
reviews as necessary.

Plan for flats at 
old court site 


THE site of a former mag¬ 
istrates’ court which was 
once set to house a youth 
hub is now likely to be 
transformed into retire¬ 
ment flats. 

The site, in Haverhill’s 
Camps Road, has been 
owned for years by Suffolk 
County Council, and is now 
being sold to developers 
Churchill Retirement Living 
subject to a planning appli¬ 
cation being approved. 

A spokesperson for the 
developers said: “Churchill 
Retirement Living will be 
submitting a planning ap¬ 
plication to St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council at 
the end of March which 
will include proposals for 
a development of up to 50 
purpose-built apartments 
for those aged 60 and over. 

“A period of commu¬ 
nity consultation will be 
launched at the end of Leb- 
ruary.” 

The Hampshire-based 
company specialises in de¬ 
veloping one and two-bed-

room retirement flats. 

The old magistrates’ court 
was the town council’s pre¬ 
ferred site for a youth hub 
from 2013 onwards and it 
spent over a year attempt¬ 
ing to negotiate a lease with 
Suffolk County Council. 

The plan was ultimately 
shelved in January 2015 af¬ 
ter it could not agree rea¬ 
sonable terms for the build¬ 
ing with the county council. 

A spokesperson for the 
county council said that it 
had chosen to sell the land 
to Churchill Retirement Liv¬ 
ing because its offer provid¬ 
ed the best value for money. 

The town council had 
raised £300,000 for capi¬ 
tal spending and £110,400 
for revenue spending to 
go towards the youth hub. 
This money has been ring- 
fenced to go towards pro¬ 
viding youth services in the 
future. 


After the plan for the 
town council to take over 
the magistrates’ court fold¬ 
ed, it commissioned a sur¬ 
vey by the YMCA to see if it 
was still what young people 
in the town wanted. 

The survey revealed that 
young people would prefer 
to see different services - 
from skate parks to music 
studios - provided at a vari¬ 
ety of locations around the 
town. 

A strategy for the future of 
Haverhill’s youth services is 
currently being drawn up. 
It will go before the town’s 
youth action group on 
Lebruary 24 and the town 
council in March. 

More details about the 
retirement flats will be re¬ 
leased when the consulta¬ 
tion period starts at the end 
of this month.

‘Nobody knows what is 
wrong with my Abbie’ 



Four-year-old Abbie can't 
walk, talk or eat - and 
doctors can't explain why. 
Mum Lisa Ayton tells Freya 
Leng about why she is still 
optimistic about the future. 


S EEING her little girl take her first steps would 
be a dream come true for Lisa Ayton. 

But after her daughter Abbie spent the 
early part of her life in hospital, it became clear 
that something wasn't right. 

Since suffering her first seizure when she was 
just six months old, Abbie has battled with a 
syndrome without a name, leaving her unable to 
walk, talk or eat properly. 

She has to be fed with a tube into her 
stomach as she is unable to feed herself, and her 
development is severely delayed. 

But perhaps worst of all, no-one knows what 
is wrong with her or why these things have 
happened. Or if her condition will get worse. 

Her mum Lisa, 30, and her partner Adam 
Denston, 33, have been in and out of hospital 
with her during her short life but doctors remain 
uncertain as to what her condition is. 

Now the couple, who live in Coleridge, 
Cambridge, are trying to raise £6,000 for 
specialist sensory equipment for their daughter 
with the hope it will improve her quality of life. 

"Everything started when she was six months 
old," said the mum-of-three. "Before that we 
thought she was fine. It started off with the 
seizures, then she ended up in hospital in 
intensive care for two months. 

"The hardest thing about it was we didn't know 
what was happening. One day we were like a 
normal family, getting on with life, then the next 
thing we were in intensive care on life support. 

"She can't swallow. She gets bad chest 
infections and has a weak immune system. As she 
gets older it's building up but it's never going to 
be great. 

"That's why she gets ill so quickly. It doesn't 
take much for her to get anything. If something is 
going around she will have it." 

Every year, there are about 6,000 people born 
across the country with "syndrome without a 
name", known as SWANs. 

These children are born with a developmental 
disorder, but less than half are diagnosed. 

During the two months at Addenbrooke's, 
Abbie was having lots of seizures - at one point 
she had 48 in 24 hours - before she was finally 
sent home with medication. 

But constant chest infections meant she kept 
ending up in hospital and it soon became clear 
that there was more wrong than just epilepsy. 

The youngster was on all sorts of medication to 
try and control the seizures and ended up having 
a problem with feeding. 

Just before her first birthday, she had an 
operation on her stomach and she is now fed 
through a tube in her stomach. 

Now with her fifth birthday coming up, Abbie's 
doctors are no closer to finding a cause of her 
condition. 

Genetic specialists tried to find the cause of her 
condition just before her first birthday - and she 
has even been to Great Ormond Street Hospital 
in London for tests - but so far they have drawn 
a blank.

"They [Great Ormond Street] said they 
would get in touch if they found anything. We 
haven't heard anything yet," said Lisa. 

"It's really hard waiting to see if they have 
found anything. It makes it hard when she's in 
hospital and really poorly. 

"I can have arguments with the doctors 
about it. She comes in really poorly and a 
clinician told me it was probably because her 
condition was deteriorating. But how can 
you tell me that when you don't know what's 
wrong with her? It's a constant battle for us." 

Despite Abbie's problems, the family remain 
positive her condition will improve. 

She has been on a ketogenic diet - a high- 
fat, low-carbohydrate regime used primarily 
to treat epilepsy in children - for almost two 
years, which is helping to control her seizures. 
And the family believe the equipment for 
which they are raising money, an omiVista 
interactive light projector, will really help her 
development. 

Abbie already uses the omiVista mobile 
system at the East Anglia's Children's Hospices' 
(Each) Milton hospice, where she stays for a 
couple of nights each month. 

The portable equipment projects on to the 
floor a variety of bright playscapes which are 
movement sensitive - allowing children and 
young people to interact with images and 
sounds in a new and exciting way. 

Lisa, who used to work in a nursing home 
and has raised about £1,500 so far towards 
her target, added: "I think for me it's more 
about finding something that's just going to 
help her progress more. 

"If you watch her on it, and if you know 
Abbie, you would think 'Wow, what a different 
child!'. She enjoys it and moves around to 
make things move. She actually responds to it. 

"That's what makes it worth it. For me with 
Abbie, it's all about anything that will help her 
progress. 

"We will always have the hope she will walk 
one day. We're keeping the strength up in her 
legs. With the standing frame one day she may 
stand up and take a few steps. 

"She's very happy, you know when 
something is not right with her. Although she 
can't talk or communicate, when you play 
with her she does smile and we hear giggles 
from her." 

Helen Thrower, Each play specialist, added: 
"The omiVista is so well used at our hospice, 
both in our sensory room and care floor. For 
children whose life-threatening condition may 
only give them limited ability to see or hear, or 
to move and touch, the omiVista is perfect for 
them to help develop their sensory skills through 
interactive fun. 

"The programme is very interactive and 
allows many children and young people that 
Each supports to play, develop and enjoy the 
images and sounds. It's also a great tool for 
families to use whilst at the hospice as it suits 
all ages and abilities so is something the whole 
family can enjoy together. 

"The equipment fits in with our ethos of

Police take a stand 
against mutilation 

SUFFOLK Police supported an 
international day of awareness about a 
harmful form of abuse. 

Saturday February 6, was 
International Day for Zero Tolerance to 
Female Genital Mutilation (FGM). The 
form of abuse involves circumcising, 
or “cutting”, a girl’s genitalia and is 
illegal in the UK. 

Bal Howard, honour-based abuse 
project and performance officer for 
Suffolk Police, said: “Over 65,000 girls 
are at risk in the UK, and we recognise 
this is an issue in Suffolk.” 

Officers, staff and partners of the 
police force are being educated to 
spot the signs of FGM. 


Sports club set to receive 
£300,000 loan for pitch

A SPORTS club is set to receive 
a £300,000 council loan so it can 
start building a new pitch this 
year. 

The Haverhill Community 
Sports Association, based at 
the New Croft in Chalkstone 
Way, has received a grant offer 
of more than £300,000 towards 
the high-tech 3G pitch from the 
Football Foundation. 

But the modern artificial pitch 
- which will be usable in all 
weathers and suffer much less 
wear and tear than the current 
pitch - is set to cost £600,000 to 
construct. 

The developers of the Great 
Wilsey Park Estate planned for 
North-East Haverhill have said 
they will contribute to the fund¬ 
ing of the pitch, but only if the 
planning application for the de¬ 
velopment is granted. 

At a meeting of St Edmunds- 
bury Borough Council’s cabinet 
on Tuesday night, councillors 
agreed to loan £300,000 to the 
sports association for five years 
to enable it to start building this 
year. 

The council’s cabinet member 
for operations, Peter Stevens,

said: “I really congratulate the 
community sports association 
on their enthusiasm in raising 
the funds themselves. I hope 
that all members [of the cabinet] 
will support their quest because 
it’s a very positive way forward.” 

With the loan, the sports or¬ 
ganisation is hoping that work 
on the pitch will begin in April 
or May this year and be com¬ 
pleted by August. 

The new pitch will withstand 
a lot more use than the cur¬ 
rent grass pitch, and will have 
floodlights so it can be used af¬ 
ter dark. This will mean that the 
sports association will be able to 
offer an increased programme 
of community activities. This is 
set to include flexible training 
for those who cannot train on 
Saturdays, “older generation” 
sessions, disability football and 
more education and training for 
coaches. 

Currently, there is no 3G pitch 
provision at all in the Haverhill 
area.

He said Land Rovers have been 
"synonymous" with the Armed Forces 
because they act as a "huge weapons 
platform". 

McNab, now a successful author, 
recently bought his own Defender after 
learning that no more new ones would 
be made. 

"I got one at the end of last year 
because of this," he told the Press 
Association. "I love them. I learned 
to drive in one. They've always been 
there because it's been the main 
vehicle for the military since about the 
Fifties." 

Current and former workers at 
the Jaguar Land Rover (JLR) plant in 
Solihull, West Midlands, cheered as 
the final Defender was presented, with 
its lights flashing and horn blaring.

T HE final Land Rover Defenders 
rolled off the production line 
this week. 

More than two million of the 4x4s 
have been produced over the past 68 
years as it became one of the most¬ 
loved and long-lived road vehicles. 

Defenders are a favourite with 
the Queen and have featured in a 
number of films such as James Bond 
movie Skyfall and Edge Of Tomorrow 
featuring Tom Cruise. 

The vehicle, which is exported 
all around the world, represents the 
continuation of the very first Land 
Rover which arrived on the scene in 
April 1948 and was modelled on the 
wartime Jeeps. 

Jim Holder, editorial director of 
magazines Autocar and What Car?, 
said Defenders "appeal to every 
level of society". 

He told the Press Association: 

"It's a classless vehicle. Anyone can 
drive it. You might be a farmer trying 
to get over the muddiest field or it 
might be the Queen driving around 
Windsor. Neither would surprise you 
if you saw it. 

"It's got that ubiquity where it can 


be at home in Chelsea but doesn't 
look out of place painted white in 
the middle of a war zone." 

Mr Holder believes JLR "made 
the decision to cease production of 
Defenders because "regulations have 
finally caught up with it". 

He said: "They haven't been able 
to update crash safety or the engine 
emissions quick enough. 

"The world has overtaken it to 
a point where they can no longer 


keep on the right side of emissions 
and safety laws." 

JLR is working on a replacement 
vehicle for the Defender, but Mr 
Holder claimed it will be a "massive 
challenge" to match the status of the 
original. 

JLR used the occasion to 
announce the launch of a heritage 
restoration programme for what is 
one of the most-loved and long-lived 
road vehicles.
